Itontgen accidentally discovered x- 
Rays, while experimenting with an 
elect tic current in a vacuum ntbe in 
a box: He noticed the Potassium 
Ferrocyanlde crystals near thr. rays 
; showed opalescence. This aroused his 
; attention and led to further experi- 
j nients.

A graduate in Medicine, Sir Auckland 
(ieddes commenced hi* ' illustrious 
career with the R. A.V\I. ('. in the 
South African war. Entering McGill, 
he. was placed in the chair of the 
Department of Anatomy. 

Delivering the annual address In 
ini3, Prof. (Ieddes urged ihe students 
to join Ihe C. 0. T. C. In the course 
of hiR speech, he staled: "The 0. T. C. 
is an Imperial unit, and by its means 
1he training of officers h*\£ been stand- 
ardized so that Imperial co-operation 
will be possible In a time when citi- 
zens from all ihe Dominions may be 
called upon to rally to the aid of the 
mother country." It was as though 
Prof, fieddes could pierce the mists of 
the future and in light of after events 
had the powers of a prophet. 

Then came the outbreak of the great 
war. With many others of McGIIl's 
finest sons, Professor Qeddes, after 
placing: the C. O. T. G. on a ttabU? 
basis, heard the clarion call .of the 
Empire and, hastening to England, 
entered the array.

It passes as current rumor that if Sir Wm. Peterson must re- 
sign the principalship of McGill Sir Auckland Geddes will be 
offered the post. There are a number of reasons why this choice 
would be desirable and popular. 



Dr. Geddes possesses a tremendous personality. In any 
company, military, professional or. social, he rises a Colossus above 
the crowd. When the great war was only beginning, and the 
efforts of most military organizers were amateurish, Geddes, by 
the fire of his magnetic personality and his knowledge of the 
essentials of war, whipped raw college recruits into a unit of de- 
finite worth with a speed which marked the master. 

In his farewell address to the Second Year Medical students houses like the streets arc dirty and 
in October, 1914, Dr. Geddes observed : "Many of you, too. will 
break your courses before this is over." This prophecy was 
made, when on all sides the prediction was that the war would! 
terminate before Christmas. A prophecy which hit the mark 
so well was more than coincidence. 



opportunity to write about a few of 
my impressions of Italy and the Ita- 
lians. My last letter 10 you was writ- 
ten a few weeks ago while at Gibral- 
tar. 

We received orders at Gibraltar to 
proceed to Spezia, Italy, where we ex- 
pected to 'discharge our cargo. We 
arrived there in a fog which covered 
the harbour and town making every- 
thing look dismal and unlike "Sunny 
Italy.' However, the weather improv- 
ed on the next day which was Christ- 
mas Eve and we found the town was 
fairly small. Spezia is the chief naval 
base of Italy and although only a few 
lighting vessels of different tonnage 
were there, the town always seemed j 
full of Italian sailors. There were! 
only three streets that were lighted 
at night and only a few shops w hich 
were shut all the time, wc were there 
owing to the Christinas holidays. 

After staying four days in Spezia we j 
were sent to Oneglia. about forty miles 
weal of Genoa. Here wo were several 
I days without discharging owing to the 
I incessant rain which reminded me of 
an English winter. We had the honor 
of being the largest steamer that has 
been to Oneglia; we were also said 
to bave the worst crew that has been 
there. After being there a week, three 
of our black men chased every Italian 
out of the streets with razors and 
nearly killed two policemen. This ex- 
ploit cost ihe ship its good name, 
afterwards being called by the Ita- 
lians. 'Brute Africano. Vaporci." 

When wc went to buy anything, 
they charged the proper price bul 
with an added 100Î4 for being a 
foreigner and not knowing the lan- 
guage. One day I went imp a shop 
to buy some biscuits and was charged 
8d. for four small stale', ones that we 
would only cive to the dogs at home. 

The scenery is very pretty and there 
are very good walks. The main 
street is the only clean and wide 
street in the whole town, the others 
being dirty and 'badly set. out. The 



The driver carries a triaugular piece 
of wood, which is pierced at o(ic po:ir 
like a cigar-holder. This is inserted 
in the beast's mouth, the cigar being 
then tit and pressed into the bole. 

The camel immediately closes his 
eyes and puffs away through his 
mouth and nostrils till the cigar is 
entirely consumed. It seems to tho- 
roughly enjoy the experience. Fur- 
thermore, the nicotine seems to exer- 
cise a stimulating -and refreshing ef- 
fect upon the animal, so that tho' 
ready, to all appearance, to drop from 
fatigue before its smoke. It will plod 
on for many more miles after it. -

emulsion of silver salts, as In ordinary 
photography, but the silver layer is 
somewhat thicker, Where the greatest 
amount of light hit* the plate, the 
greatest change in the silver sails oc- 
curs and vice versa. Thus the plate 
appears black where there is least 
obstruction of light, and dark where 
some dense tissue intervenes. This is 
very important and should be kept in 
mind when reading a negative. 

It must be borne in mind that the 
X-Ray plate is not a^true photograph 
but a shadow, and different structures 
are superimposed upon each other. 
For this reason views must bo taken 
from two augeles. at right angles if 
possible. Slides of X-Ray plates were 
shown to demonstrate this. 

The X-Ray la used to ebow frac- . 
tures, , foreign bodies, and has also 
been used in the war to show the 
onset of infection by gas forming bac- 
teria. These pictures became so use- 
ful that a fairly go-;d prognosis could 
be made by the sppea ranee of 1 ihe 
plate in this gas gangrene. 

At the close of the address, refresh- 
ments were served. The Mandolin 
Club gave several more selections, and 
Tobin rendered his famous song "We 
Were All Boozed".

Former Member of Arts '17 
Wounded Three Times 
Overseas. 

Capt. .1. Lalanne, M. (',, a former 
editor of the Dally and prominent 
member of Arts '17. visilcd the Arts 
building yesterday where be met 
many of his numerous frieuds. 

James Lalanne was born in Lachute, 
Que., in 1S97 and matriculated from 
,-the I/acbute Academy. He immediate, 
ly broke into the limelight as one of 
the most brilliant members ol Arts 
17, a class which sent many men 
overseas. He played class hockey and 
football and wa« also a tueiqber of 
the Harrier Club. 

While at college Lalaune showed 
great interest in the Ç. 0. T. C. in! 
which he held a sergeant's stripes, j 
in tbe summer of 1915 he enlisted as 
a private in the Second Universities 
Company of tbe P. P. C< L. I. and 
proceeded overseas as a corporal. He 
was raised to a lieutenant and later 
transferred to the 5tb C. M. Tt. in 
which he received his captaincy. 

Lalanne was wounded at the Som- 
me alter being In action for not more 
than five minutes. Later, on October 
3"lb 1917. he was mounded a!. Pass- 
cbendacle. Besides being wottuded he 
suffered from the effects of gas. He 
was out on reconnaissance very near 
i he Germau^trenches when he whs 
hit. 

After remaining here for several 
months, during which he was a wel- 
come visitor to the Arts building, he 
He was wounded 
Capt. Lalanne not 
only received tbe M. C. but also a bar 
lo It. He returned last Tuesday with 
the 5th C. M. R„ the battalion which 
received such a welcome from McGill. 
and in whose ranks were many McGill 
men. 

lalanne has always been a very 
brilliant scholar and great success 
has attended him in his studies. He 
is well known for his reserve and 
modesty, and for this reason our in-
